site through the munificence of the 
Rev. Dr.Terry, the honored President 
of the Newport Historical Society, as 
a gift to the Society. 
These fortifi- 


cations, as already stated, were erect- 
ed by the British in the spring ol 
1777, cover a space of about 700 feet 
in lerfgth, and varying from 200 to 
300 feet in width, and remain precise- 
ly as they were left by their builders, 
except that they are covered by a 
growth, and in the ditch surrounding 
these fortifications, many small shrubs 
and trees have grown.

porjflnco, but \Tfis considered lli« ro- 
llgtoun center of tho region. 


The ruins of Mttln arc In tho .Stale 


of Oaxaca and are believed to have 
been erected by the Mayas or some, 
kindred riu-e. Although tlrst brought 
to light at a comparatively recent date, 
Indications seciii to point to remains of 
great Importance.. 


Nahuaa Warlike People. 


Probably the greatest of the native 


racea, however, was that which occu- 
pied the Valley of Mexico on the ar- 
rival of Cwrtez. 
The Nnhuns began 


their Invasions of Mexico about a thou- 
sand years ago and in a sliort time had 
conquered the north and central por- 
tions of the country. The Invaders 
were, a warlike people and had no 
difficulty In subduing tho degenerate 
tribes then occupying the rich regions 
of the country. 


Tho Aztecs were one of the srnalleat 


of the 'Kttbua tribes and arrived In 
Mexico from the north at a much Inter 
date than the other branches of Iho 
Invaders. As all of the best lands then 
wero occupied they were forced to 
dwell In the Valley of Mexico, then n 
swanxpy region of lakes under the 
dominion of the King of Tncnbn. The 
newcomers, however, were quick to 
make use of the natural strength of 
their position and within n short time 
were able to overthrow the overlord- 
ship of Tacuba and extend their su- 
premacy over a great part of the sur- 
rounding region. The two most pcwer- 
fnl states In the velley nt this time 
were Mexico and Taxeoco, and Instead 
of engaging In a war for supremacy 
they united in forming a confedera- 
tion. In which the old kingdom of 
Tacuba also was admitted ss an In- 
ferior member.

ties In connection with prevention of 
losses In transit, advises the United 
States 
Department of Agriculture. 


Kxamlnutlon of carloads at destina- 
tion has shown that, provided ship- 
ments arc properly loaded In clean, 
well-ventilated curs, 
and 
delivered 


within a reasonable length of time, 
any losses experienced usually result 
from Hie shipping of: 


(1.) 
Mcltms 
affected 
with 
bad 


anthrncnosc pock marks. 


(2.) 
Severely sunscaled or stale 


fruit. 


(3). 
Stolons that carry cuts and 


bruises as a result of careless handling, 
or 


(4). Melons, the stems of which 


have not been recllppcd and treated 
for prevention of stem-end rot. 


Rot Coming Under Control. 


Tlie stem-end rot fungus, which not 


only causes stem-end rot, but also 
brings ubout decay following bruises 
and cuts In the rind, has been a source 
of heavy loss In the past, and Is still 
a factor of great Importance. In 1010 
a campaign of education concerning 
methods of control for this disease 
was 
Initialed 
in 
the Southeastern 


states, the United Slates Department 
of Agriculture and the state extension 
services co-operating. As a result of 
the Interest taken In (Ids work by 
farmers, distributors, and railroads, 
stem-end rot Is coming 'under control. 
Tills conclusion Is home out by rec- 
ords from Hie food products Inspec- 
tion service, which Indicate that In 
Oorgin shipments losses from stem- 
end rot have been cut from 14.4 per 
cent In 1!>20 (o 3.3 per cent In 1021, 
ami 8.2 per cent In 1022; and In Flor- 
(la shipments from 10.0 per cent In 
1920 lo 10.1 per cent In 1021 and 5.3 
per cent in 1822. 


Timeiy Suggestions. 


In order that stem-end rot and losses 


In transit due to other causes may be 
reduced, farmers should mnke every 
effort to carry out tlie following sug- 
gestions at harvest season: 


(1.) 
If 
possible 
avoid 
working 


while the vines ere wet. 


(2.) 
.Never permit labor to handle 


rotten melons in the field and then 
work with fruit for shipment. 


(3.) 
Never permit clipper to linn.lie 


or to touch knife to rotten rnclnns in 
the field.

Never permit clipper to cut

melons 
while 
pushing 
knife 


through the stem. 


(5.) 
Never permit clipper to stand 


melons on end to mark them In the 
field.

(£.} Pad wagons thoroughly In or- 


der to avoid nail or splinter punctures, 
cuts, and bruises. 


(S.) 
Load on the day melons are 


clipped, In clean, dry car. the walls of 
which have been papered.

straw for bedding. If possible, pad 
ends of car, although not in such n 
way as to obst'ruct ventilators. These 
should be fastened open.

nishes Remarkable Illumrnation, 


According to Traveler. 


"Beetles which emit.almost continu- 


ously a light so brilliant that one or 
two Imprisoned within an Inverted 
tumbler will illuminate a moderate- 
siied room sufficiently to make print 
readable are among the wonders found 
In: the' Go's I a' Rlcan wilds by -Robert 
nidgwny, ornithologist of the United 
Stales National museum, and Included 
In an account :of his explorations Just 
published by the Smithsonian institu- 
tion. 


The display sometimes made by thou- 


sands of our "lightning bngs" or fire- 
flies over damp meadows oa a warm 
summer nl»t!t, he says. In only a feeble 
Imitation of the splendid pyrotechnic 
display made by thousands of these 
large Costa Rica beetles, called car- 
buncles, pronounced "carbunclys." The 
light of the carbuncle Is not Intermit- 
tent like that of our fireflies, but Is 
nearly continuous and differs in color 
In different Individuals. 
Tlie lights 


are most often yellow, but sometimes 
green or occasionally ruby red.

Until HOb tins country produced, 
on an average, more tliaii it consumed 
and therefore was able to export a 
surplus Jn nearly every year,

population. Net Imports consequently 
Imvc Increased. Tlie reduction ill con- 
sumption In 1U17 and 1U1S was due to 
war restrictions, and that In 10-20 and 
1U21 to business depression.

fairly certain that tlie figure for 1022, 
when available, will show an Increase 
in consumption. 


As the United States dianj;i>d In po- 


sltlon from an exporter 10 an Importer 
of lluxsecd, the farm prl<-i> of Ilax In- 
creased materially. 
In 1007, when a 


surplus of over 4,000,000 bushels was 
exported, the furiu price of llaxseed 
on December 1 averaged 00 cents a 
bushel. In 1803, when production-and 
consumption wer<) practically equal, 
the -furm price of ilaxscotl was $1.18 
a bushel.. In 1000, when 4,057.000 
bushels were Imported, the farm price 
rose to $l.Ki a bushel. 


In ninny localities a comparatively 


small volume of llaxsced Is marketed; 
and because tlie price fluctuates wide- 
ly, tlaxsced usually Is bought on a 
wide margin, and the grower often 
does not receive the full value of his 
crop. 
This condition could be Im- 


proved If several growers of llasseed 
In such localities would combine their 
deliveries and thus market u carload 
or more at one time. 


Farm Implements Should 


Be Placed Under Cover 


The average farmer does not set full 


value out of tlie most of the farm Im- 
plements that he buys for at least two 
reasons. One reason is that he has 
no place to house them, hence they 
weather—that Is, they get wet and rust 
or decay. 
Having Implements lay out 


in the weather a season Is worse on 
them than one season's use. 


In too many cases Die writer has 


scon farm Implements such as plows, 
cultivators, binders, and many other 
implements setting In tlie field where 
last used, and many times, the shovels 
of cultivators are even left In the 
ground. 


IJefore using these Implements the 


next season tlie shovels of cultivators 
and the various bright parts of the 
implements have to be scoured with 
band rock before using. This not only 
takes off a layer of n:etql but requires 
(i great deal of time. . If one will Just

The old formula of lime, sulphur and 
salt, where the same weight of-salt Is 
nied In the spray as of lime and sul- 
phur, namely IK pounds to 50 gallons 
of the concentrated spray. Is also very 
efficient in removing moES. But a sub- 
stance which Is very good lo use is 
common ly'e. The lye can he used 
straight by dissolving In plain water, 
or It can be used In the lime sulphur 
spray. The rale to use Is about one 
pound can of lye for every six or seven 
gallons of spray. .It cleans off the 
moss quite readily, teems to soften the 
hark and gives It a clean, bright aj>- 
pea ranee.
